An American's class is determined by the money he has, and his 
choice of callings determines in large measure whether he shall be rich 


or poor. 


That is the flaw in our social system. That is 
economic woes and social injustices. 
other measure can mend matters until the cause 


the basic cause of our 
And no law or tax or dole or any 
is removed. You can't 


make a faulty machine work by adding brass trimmings. 

That our system is basically wrong and absurd would be obvious to 
a student from another world. There is no justice in a scheme of things. 
that gives the smallest rewards to those whose service is greatest— 
that enriches the useless and impoverishes farmers, teachers, physicians 


and scientists. 


Mankind must learn that the laborer is worthy of his hire—that men 
equally useful to society deserve equal reward. 

This is not an argument for communism. To give equal reward for 
unequal service would he no less absurd than our present system. 

And it isn’t an argument that a shiftless and ignorant farmer who 
works three months in a year should be paid as much as a high-trained 
\gpécialist who directs a railroad. 

But each necessary calling should afford equal opportunity, so that 
men of equal intelligence and equal industry could count on equal re- 
ward—as physicians, bankers, farmers or railroaders. 

Our present system isn’t based on fairness or sanity. It is a product 
of favoritism and exploitation. And if one class can be enriched by means 
of a tariff Jaw. other classes can be raised in the social scale by means 


of other laws.

Cobb. chief of the cotton production 
division, indicated there was little 
doubt but that the acreage offered 
by southern farmers would be in ex- 
cess of the 10.000.000 acres neces 
sary to insure success of the federa! 
plan.

LOW WAGE SCA 


WASHINGTON, June 27.--4\4)—~ 
Opposition to raising minimum wage 
requirements of southern cotton tex- 
tile mills at the expense of scrapping 
existing arrangements under whieh 
workers received nominal rents and 
other benefits was made by William 
lb. Anderson, of Macon, Ga. today 
at the hearing on that industry's 
code, 

-Anderson pictured the advantages 
of the “mill villages’ which he said 
were typical of the southern cotton 
mills, through which the operators 
gave the workers housing facilities for 
little or no cost and encouraged gen- 
eral community advancement. 

He cited medical attention and 
ether services, and emphasized the 
community conscidusness he said was 
general, manifested in visits te new- 
comers, giving of flowers to the sick. 
contributions to the Community 
Chest and the like. 

Anderson said rents thus were pro- 
vided at from 12 1-2 to 25 centa a 
room a week and that all except a 
very few mills in the larger cities 
had full mill village development, 
whieh he claimed had gone far in 
sustaining the cotton manufacturing 
industry. 

All of these advantages, he said. 
would accompany the proposed $10 a 
week minimum wage; whereas if that 
minimum were raised too high the 
mills would be unable to keep up the 
villages and the workers would lose 
more than they gained. 

Further, he said, the present sys- 
tem should be preserved that it migh! 
carry on when the emergener legisia- 
tion has ended. 

“It does not seem me anyone 
would he justified in tearing up this 
system,’ he said. “We cant afford 
io throw away precedent and his- 
tery.” 

Anderson said wages of the cotton 
textile industry were not to be com- 
pared with those paid skilled workers 
in other industries, as a good cotton 
mill worker could be made from a 
farm recruit in six to eighi
